The Board of Education is asked to commend and present an award of recognition to Ramitesh and 
Ronitesh Kumar for their positive actions which epitomize the caring and communal spirit that makes Elk 
Grove students exceptional. 



Discussion : 

In early November, Mr. DinhThon, the night custodian at Prairie Elementary was removing the traffic 
cones from the bus lane near the street at Prairie Elementary. As he stepped off the golf cart for a few 
seconds to retrieve the cones, two middle school students approached him. One verbally distracted and 
harassed the custodian while the other boy hopped in the golf cart and started driving it away. 

Two, .brothers, Ramitesh and Ronitesh Kumar (former students from Prairie Elementary and Samuel 
Jackman Middle, and now Valley High School) observed the commotion. As the middle school students 
attempted to escape, the Kumar brothers stepped in to assist the custodian. One of the brothers was able to 
stop one of the middle school students from escaping while the other brother ran after the second middle 
school, student who managed to run away. The vice principal, Laura Anderson, arrived on the scene and 
overheard the Kumar brothers telling the student who been caught that it was wrong to steal, and that he 
could have been expelled for his actions. The custodian was very happy and told the administrators that 
the boys were his heroes. 

At a student body assembly on November 17 th , Principal Fawzia Keval, staff and students of Prairie 
Elementary recognized Ramitesh and Ronitesh Kumar for their heroic actions. The principals and vice 
principals from Samuel Jackman Middle School and Valley High School also were in attendance to 
acknowledge the students for their good deed. 

The actions taken by Ramitesh and Ronitesh are to be applauded. We ask the Board of Education to 
recognize these outstanding examples of the fine young citizens and future leaders that Elk Grove. Unified 
School District is proud to call their own.

Discussion : The Elk Grove Unified School District has long enjoyed a strong relationship with Kaiser Permanente.

Discussion : 

In 2010-201 1 EGUSD implemented Board adopted Internet Safety curriculum at all elementary schools. As part of 
this program, in the fall of 201 1 EGUSD launched its first Internet Safety Challenge. Students in grades 3 through 
6 were invited to take an online quiz to assess their knowledge of Internet safety and digital citizenship skills. 

As part of this program, EGUSD will designate those schools that reached 100 percent participation as EGUSD 
Internet Safety Challenge Schools. Each of these schools will receive a special logo that can be placed on their 
website to show their community that they have met the challenge. The following 14 schools will receive the logo 
and designation: C.W. Dillard, Elitha Donner, John Ehrhardt, Elk Grove, Franklin, Arlene Hein, Florence 
Markofer, James McKee, Pleasant Grove, David Reese, John Reith, Stone Lake, Mary Tsukamoto and Union 
House. 

From these 1 4 schools, four names were randomly drawn for the four prizes that have been donated to support the 
promotion of Internet Safety in our schools. These four schools - Elk Grove, C.W. Dillard, Arlene Hein and 
Stone Lake - will be presented with a handheld video camera to use for their programs.

To date the Board of Education has authorized a LLB contract and two (2) necessary amendments associated with 
the purchase and placement of multiple new portable classrooms throughout the district. The purpose of the project 
was to better accommodate students and staff relative to the classroom modifications project increasing the size of 
classrooms that were less than 700 sq. ft., combined with the transition of some schools off of the Multi-Track Year- 
Round calendar and the uncertainties of K-6 class sizes for the 201 1/2012 school year. These additional portables 
have ultimately allowed the District to successfully meet its classroom needs with the now established K-6 class 
sizes for the 201 1/2012 school year. 

Amendment #3 provides for the removal of unsuitable soils, replacement with aggregate base, additional irrigation 
and landscape mulch to complete the additional classrooms at Elk Grove Elementary School.

Guaranteed Maximum Price to $1,765,324.00.
